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1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Okita et al. (JP 2002-127817) in view of Meinershagen. 

Okita discloses a vehicle indication system where a battery charge indicator is 
used to display direction of turn signal of the vehicle by sequentially activating the 
indicator lights 6-8 in the direction of the turn (see abstract, Fig. 8), except for 
specifically stating that each lamp remains lit until all lights are lit 

Meinershagen teaches desirability of progressively illuminating turn signal 
lamps until all lamps are lit, and then turning off all lights and repeating the 
incremental lighting procedure (col. 1, lines 30-40). 

It would have been obvious to use a lighting technique as 

suggested by Meinershagen in conjunction with a dual indicator system as 

disclosed by Okita, in order that an individual would have more easily 

recognized that a turn procedure was taking place. 

Regarding claim 3, Okita discloses mounting indicator lights 6-8 at 

the center of steering handle (Fig. 2). 
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3. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Okita etal. 

Okita discloses a combination battery indication device and turn signal 
indicator, except for specifically stating that the sequential activation of 
lights is repeated. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
repeat the sequential operation of lights to indicate turning/since such 
repeated operation is conventional in the art to indicate that a vehicle has 
not yet completed a turn. One of ordinary skill in the art would have 
recognized that merely choosing to provide sequential operation once 
would not have been sufficient, since this may not have attracted a driver's 
attention, and use of conventional repeated indications would have been 
desirable to constantly remind a driver of pending turn until it was 
completed. 

In the Okita device, only one light is illuminated at a time, so once 
the last light in the row was extinguished, all lamps are turned off at one 
time and then the relighting of lamps in sequence starting with the first 
lamp begins again, if a repeating procedure as is common in the art was 
utilized, thus satisfying the claim limitations 

It is noted that claim 2 does not require that the lamps are 
progressively lit (lights remain on until all lights are lit).
